Signal Halyards.

DURATION OF LIGHTNING FLASH. 

We possess as yet only pretty vague 
data as to the uverage duration of Hush¬ 
es of lightning. Fnraduy thought he 
could fix it at a second. Dufor claimed 
that the Hashes of lightning were in¬ 
stantaneous, und that, their rapid suc¬ 
cession gave the illusion of one Hush 
of a certain duration. Herr Schmidt 
has just been devoting himself to n 
series of observations, employing a dLsk 
of ten centimetres diameter, bearing up* 
or. a bluck ground a white cross, the 
arms of which were two millimetres 
across, the disk being set in motion by 
clockwork with a speed of fifty to six¬ 
ty revolutions a second. At certain 
flashes the cross appeared a 6ingle 
time, very distinct; the duration of 
lightning was, therefore, inferior to the 
time of revolution of the disk, which 
would represent about the fiftieth of a 
second.

WILL HAUL GRAIN NEXT SEASON. 

Rapid Progress Being Made in the Con¬ 
struction of G. T. P. 

“Canada will huve a remarkable rail¬ 
way when the Grand Trunk Pacific is 
built,” is the statement which was made 
recently by Mr. Collingwood Schreiber, 
chief consulting engineer to the Can- 
adian Government. 

"I huve just come from the West, 
where I have been inspecting the por¬ 
tion of‘the lino from Winnipeg to Ed¬ 
monton. I drove the entire distance 
of tho route from Portage la Prairie to 
Edmonton. 

“The surveyors have found a splen¬ 
did lino. It is practically straight, and 
the maximum grade to the eastward Is 
four-tentlts of one per cent., and west¬ 
ward five-tenths. 

“As the Grand Trunk Pacific people 
expect to do about us well through the 
mountains from Edmonton to the Paci¬ 
fic, and us the national trunscontinent- 
a* surveyors have practically secured 
these grades all the way from Winni¬ 
peg to the Atlantic, there is no doubt 
the line will be the best of all the trans¬ 
continental lines, and cnbuble of the 
most economic administration und hand¬ 
ling the greatest umount of traffic at 
a minimum cost. 

“By autumn there will be over a hun¬ 
dred miles of the line west of Winni¬ 
peg railed, and there is little doubt the 
road will participate in the huuling of 
the crop next year. The settlers ure 
going in with tho road. Their shacks 
were seen dotting the prairie for the 
whole distunce from Portage la Prairie 
Ic Edmonton. 

“The company hos sixteen surveying 
parties working to the west of Edmon¬ 
ton through the mountains. The con¬ 
tractors are encountering some difficul¬ 
ty in getting labor. However, there is 
no doubt the road will be built in a 
very short time."

THE KAFFIR TELEGRAPH. 

IIow Messages Are Sen! From One Chief 
to Another In Zulu Land. 

Mention has been frequently made 
during the recent native troubles in 
South Africa of the “Kaffir telegraph.” 
the strange system by which news of 
any importance is communicated from 
one extremo of the native territories to 
the other with almost Incredible rapid¬ 
ity, and tho working of which, it has 
been sluted, is still a mystery to the 
white man. 

This latter statement is scarcely cor¬ 
rect. Numbers of up-country residents, 
trade*, and the like are well acquainted 
with many of the ways in which com¬ 
munication passes from tribe to tribe. 

When u chief receives a message he 
selects a fust runner, und gives him tho 
words, and instructs this mun to run in 
a given direction us fust as he can- 
horses ore never used in this work—until 
he is exhausted. When lie can run no 
longer he enters the nourest kraal, 
selects the chief rnun, gives him the 
words, and 'this man in Ids turn picks 
out his fusteM runner, who at once 
starts off until he also is exhausted, 
when he acts in a similar way. 

it is not an enviable task carrying a 
chief’s maasuge at night, for the native 
is always suspicious of cuttle thieves. 
Assegais and guns are handy, and the 
rnan who dashes past a kraal in the 
dark may possibly come to a sudden 
stop with an assegai or a bullet through 
him; but, fulling this extreme method 
he is liable, when near the borders, to 
be seized by tho native police os u sus¬ 
picious character. With relays of run¬ 
ners like this a hundred miles can be 
covered in twenty-four hours. 

The system of “culling messages" is 
largely used by the natives in war time. 
The uir in South Africa is so dry that 
sound carries a very long way. Native 
messengers are stationed at the tops of 
hills to call messuges to each oilier. 11 
is no exaggeration to say that they can 
jnake themselves beurd and carry on 
conversation a quarter of a mile dis¬ 
tant: but for obvious reasons they cun* 
not be stationed so close together, so a 
system of signalling by smoke is carried 
on at night, but this means is not fol-

EXIT CRUSOE’S ISLAND. 

The Famous Island Disappears From 
the Map. 

A telegram from Lima, Peru, states 
that the Island of Juan Fernandez, off 
the Chilian coast, is reported to have 
disappeared in consequence of the 
heavy tidal wave which followed tho 
earthquake. The news, which has not 
been confirmed, was brought to the 
mainland by the captain of u steumer. 

The island of Juan Fernandez, known 
as “Robinson Crusoe’s Island," is about 
150 miles from tho coast of Chill, and is 
thirteen miles long by four miles wide. 
A Chilian settlement of about forty huts 
existed for some years on one side of the 
island. 

Robinson Crusoe thus describes his 
first impressions of the island 

“ . . . There was a hill not above 
a mile from me, wlnui rose up very 
steep and high, and which seemed to 
overtop some other hills which lay as in 
a ridge from it northward. 

”... 1 travelled for discovery up 
to the top of that hill, where, after I had 
with great difficulty and labor got to the 
top, 1 saw iny fate, to my great afflic¬ 
tion—namely, that I wus in an island, 
environed every w'ay with the sea, ncj 
land to be seen, except some rocks* 
which lay a great way off, and two 
small islands, leas than this, which lay

The Island was first discovered by 
Juan Fernandez, a Spanish pilot, in 
15U3. Alexander Selkirk, the son of a 
Scotch shoemaker, who ron away to sea 
at the uge of nineteen was put ushura 
on the island in 1704, after quarrelling 
with the captain of his ship, the Cinque 
Ports.. He remained there for nearly 
five years in what he described us 
“pleasant exile.” 

On returning to England. Selkirk was 
visited by Daniel Defoe, who journeyed 
from London to Bristol for the express 
purpose of seeing him. Selkirk placed 
all his papers in Defoe's hands, and the 
story of Robinson Crusoe was the re¬ 
sult. 

The Island was frequently visited in 
late years, and in 1KCS the officers of 
H.M.S. Topaz erected a tablet in mem¬ 
ory of Selkirk near the summit of the 
hill where he watched for passing ships.

Sentences Have Been Passed. 


A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
™* rly * ver y minister, courUer and 
H!Z Uy .i 0fflcer whose name was even in* 
lreetiy connected with the repressions 
na punitive actions of the last year is 
hn^i Un< ? er ® en,e nce of death at the 
*an<U of the Terrorists. 

After M. Stolypin, who heads the list 
and whose life is not worth an hour’s 
purchase, the most important condemn* 
!l«i nan is Gen * ra l Alexis Ignatieff, the 
leader of the so-called “Camarilla" or 
otar Chamberwhich, though it has 
no official status, meets regularly and 
lorces its counsels upon the Czar. 

Ignatleff is a nephew of the Count 
Ignutieff, popularly known as “The Fa- 
cfr# ^ies," who negotiated the San 
bteiano treaty. Alexis Ignutieff is a 
ierocious reactionary and anti-Semite. 
His name immediately comes up when¬ 
ever dictatorship is .suggested. 

Next in importance is M. Durnovo, 
ate Minister of th* Interior, lie lived 
in Interlaken under the name of Miller, 
with the result that an innocent French¬ 
man named Muller was shot dead by a 
woman Terrorist. Durnovo is corrupt, 
uneducated und brutal. He is the inven¬ 
tor of “punitive expeditions" against dis¬ 
contented centres of population. 

Gen. Ronnenkampf became known 
during the lute war with Japan, where 
he commanded the Cossacks without 
the least success. His offence is that 
he led a punitive expedition along the 
Siberian Railway, shooting people with¬ 
out triul wholesale. He look innocent 
women and even school girls os hos¬ 
tages in his “armored train," and 
threatened to shoot them if any attempt 
wue made against his safety. The 
armored train consisted of a saloon and 
four prison vans, which were packed 
full of men and women of all classes, 
from the curator of Tomsk University 
downwurd. 

Gen Meller—Zakomelskv has also re¬ 
ceived u death sentence for offences 
fiirnilar to Rennenkamf. At Khilka tie 
■hot eleven men und boys without trial 
or enquiry. 

Governor Kurloff of Minsk, has been 
sentenced for organizing massacres cf 
Jews. 

GIRL SHOT WARDERS. 

Lukheria Trostoff, a girl of 18 years, 
escaped last week from Kazan City 
Prison, after killing three warders and 
wounding a fourth. Mile. Trostoff’s as: 
sociutes outside the jail made a tunel 
umU-r Ihe street over three feet in dia¬ 
meter, and finully worked their way to 
the floor of the girl’s cell. When, at 
night, she attempted to escape, the roof 
n f the tunol fell in. leaving a gap in 
the roadway. Warned from outside, 
the warder on duly rushed into the 
cell, and not seeing the prisoner, fired 
all the shots of his revolver into the 
-tunnel. When the six bullets were 
spent. Mile Trostoff, covered with earth, 
emerged from the tunnel und shot the 
warder through the head. Two other 
prison officials who come in without 
lights she also shot dend, putting a 
bullet into the leg of u fourth, and es¬ 
caped into the town. 

DISARMED THE POLICE. 

Grave agrarian disorders hove broken 
out in the province of Viatka, the een- 
tre of disturbances being the important 
district of Malbuish, with a population 
of over lOO.noo. where tho inhabitants 
of seventy villages are reported to have 
Joined in I ho uprising, have disarmed 
and expelled the police, and are pillag¬ 
ing and destroying the residences < f

SHOT A DETECTIVE. 


Despcraie Burglar 
Montreal. 


Captured In 


A despatch from Montreal says : In a 
desperute attempt to escape from a store 
thut he was robbing on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. Robert Walker, a ticket-of-leave 
man from St. Vincent de Paul Peniten¬ 
tiary, shot and seriously wounded De¬ 
tective Le lluquet. und was himself 
knocked senseless by a blow from a 
pickaxe handle in the bunds of Detec¬ 
tive O'Keefe. His skull is fractured and 
lie is not expected to recover. A com¬ 
panion who assisted him in the bur- 
glury escuped, und has not yet been 
captured. Both Detective und burglur 
had to be taken to the hospital in an 
ambulance. Walker and tiLs compuniou 
huil been seen loitering around the 
premises of the siurke Hardware Com¬ 
pany near Ihe waterfront, and us their 
purpose wars suspected, a wurnlng was 
sent to police headquurters. Detectives 
I.e lluquet and O’Keefe were immediate¬ 
ly sent out. und when they arrived ut 
the Starke warehouse they found that a 
pane hu . *Ceen removed from a buck 
window. Entering, they heard a con¬ 
versation upstairs, und so waited below 
fur the men to come down. Presently 
they cape, and as they reached the 
bottom' of the stairwuy Le Huquet 
stepped out, and. levelling a revolver, 
called on the burglars to hold up their 
hands. Walker replied with a shot. 
The first bullet struck Le Huquet’s pisjul 
arm ut the elbow, disabling it. Ihe 
second look effect in the right side of 
the neck, und the third in the left side. 
None of them Is likely to prove fatal. 
O’Keefe was carrying a pick-ax? handle, 
and he was a few paces away. Three 
shots were fired before he could strike 
a blow. IILs first stroke, however, sent 
Walker sprawling, and meantime the 
other burglar escaped. Walker is only 
nineteen years’ old. He h?s ulready 
served a considerable time in prison.

There has been a definite change since 
last year in the position blouses occu¬ 
py, brought about by the vogue ol whole 
costumes In place of last years stun¬ 
ning suits, relieved by the sheerest and 
most beautiful of blouses.

Introduced perhai># 
as the only part of the hand embroidery 
that is on ninety-nine out a hundred 
of them. And the majority have the 
embroidery concentrated on the yoke, 
witli sprays scattered upon the rest of 
the blouse, sleeves as well as both front 
and back. 

The simplest treatment of all in mak¬ 
ing is to finish off the yoke with a small 
scallbp—the same wee, simple kind that 
is in evidence upon nine out of ten 
pieces of lingerie that Paris sends over. 
The blouse itself Is tucked a couple f 
inches below th« edge, the tucks made 
so fine that in spite of their number the 
fullness is controlled. Deep cuffs may 
end at the upper edge in the same sort 
o? a scallop, from which the puff of the 
sieeve spreads out in tucks like those 
Just below the yoke. 

Quite effective blouses are mode wilh 
lace taking the place (or minimizing the 
work, at least) of hand embroidery. 
When the former is the case the lace 
wanders down the front in some novel 
fashion. 

If Just a touch of embroidery is de¬ 
sired, the blouse is usually quite elab¬ 
orately trimmed with luce, ihe insertion 
disposed so that there is Just u small 
space In front, high on the yoke, with, 
perhaps, two even smaller spaces upon 
the back, or upon the shoulders extend¬ 
ing over onto the back.

OPERATION WOUNDS. 

By the term ‘•operation wound” is 
meant a poisoned wound received ac¬ 
cidentally by the surgeon while operate 
ing upon a patient suffering from blood 
poisoning; but it differs in no way from 
an accidentally poisoned wound which 
any one is likely to receive. It is 
simply Ihe beginning of blood-poison¬ 
ing. 

Tigs term “blood-poisoning” is em¬ 
ployed to express a disease resulting 
from the entrance into the blood of the 
germs of putrefaction, or of pus for¬ 
mation, or the absorption of the poisons 
elaborated by these germs existing on 
the outside of the body. !t is a much 
less common affection now than it was 
a third of a century ago, before the 
introduction of antiseptic surgery. 

In those days hospital wards, even 
the cleanest, harbored millions of sep- 
t’c bacteria; the knives und other instru 
ments used in operating, although care 
fully washed in soap and hot water, 
were in effect no different from the poi¬ 
soned arrows of the savage bowman. 
The lint used to pack the wounds, the 
bandages employed to keep the lint in 
place, the sponge with which the wound 
was washed at each dg*ssing, were all 
impregnated with living germs of dis¬ 
ease; and, finally, the very hands of 
the surgeon, scrupulously glean as they 
seemed to be, were couted with the mi¬ 
crobes of suppuration and putrefaction. 

Jt is no wonder that certain opera¬ 
tions now performed dally in every hos¬ 
pital In the country with perfect result 
were so uniformly followed by blood- 
poisoning that the surgeon who dared 
to perform them, except when death 
would otherwise be inevitable, would 
have been guilty of mal-pructice. 

To-day it is not the patient who is in 
danger of blood-poisoning, but the sur¬ 
geon who may accidentally inoculate 
himself through a scratch or a hang¬ 
nail. 

The first signs of this are a feeling of 
soreness in the arm, for a finger is usu¬ 
ally the site of inoculation, and red¬ 
ness and a slight swelling at the point 
where the poison entered. This redness 
soon extends up the inner side of the 
arm In streaks which mark the lym¬ 
phatic vessels. The bacteria are passing 
through them to gain entrance finally 
into the general circulation. The glands 
Ir the urmpit, through which the lmy- 
phatics pass, also become hard and 
swollen. 

Soon the patient begins to have fev¬ 
er, alternating, perhaps, with chills, 
and then the symptoms of general 
blood-poisoning appear. 

The treatment If this infection is pure- 
i> surgical. The wound should be free¬ 
ly cut open and disinfected so as to re¬ 
move the source of the poison. If this 
is done in time and with sufficient thor¬ 
oughness blood-poisoning may be avert¬ 
ed.—Youth’s Companion.

Reports received do 
not indicate any loss of life, but the 
dumage to property is enormoqs. All 
SvJre communication is seriously dis¬ 
arranged, and in some instances has 
resulted in cutting off cities completely. 
Numerous washouts’ have occurred, the 
interruption from this cause in one 
case exlending thirty miles. 

Pensacola, where the muximum velo¬ 
city of the wind wos probably felt, re¬ 
ports u property loss of $3,000,000. 

New Orleans furnished numerous wild 
rumors during the day, but later reports 
from there indicate that, while there 
wus considerable damage to property, 
there has been no loss of life. Wires be¬ 
tween New Orleans and the Gulf are 
down, and U may be several days be¬ 
fore anything can be heurd from the ter¬ 
ritory between that city and the Gulf 
or from the shipping which is riding out 
the alorm in Ihe open gulf. 

DAMAGE TO RAILWAYS HEAVY. 

The damage to railroads is heavy. 
Reports to the officials of the Louisville 
and Nashville Road from the superin¬ 
tendent of the Mobile and Montgomery 
division indicated that the loss approxi¬ 
mates $1,000,000. 

At Pensacola the Louisville an-J 

Nashville grain elevator has been de¬ 
stroyed and the trackage to Escambia 
Bay is ruined. The railroad wharf at 
Pensacola is reported a total loss. 
Further reports indicate that the road¬ 
bed between Minette, Ala., and Mobile, 
a distance of 30 miles, has been washed 
away. 

The Louisville and Nashville also 

suffered several washouts near New 

Orleans. The New Orjeuns and North¬ 
eastern reports its tracks under water at 
several places near New Orleans. 

SHIPS LYING IN STREETS. 

A despatch from Flomaton, Ala., 
says : A few refugees from Pensacola, 
Fla., fleeing from the fierce Gulf storm, 
which swept that city, have reached] 
here. Among them is D. J. Ligon, a 
travelling man, of Atlanta, who tells 
graphically of the terrors endured by 
the Florida port. Ligon says “1 have 
just reached this point from Pensacola. 
Florida, where 1 spent a horrible 
night of torture, passing through the 
terrific hurricane, which lasted for 
hours, and, to add to the horror of the 
night, fire broke out. sending spurks at 
great speed over the hotel. At 3 o'clock 
all the guests were awakened and 
ordered down. Tin roofs were flying in 
all directions. The rain came in sheets. 
Part of the town is under water. Ships 
suffered greatly. All wires are down 
and cars are not running. Windows 
by the wholesale were smashed, and 
thousands of trees are down for miles 
out of town, some falling on the wires 
and breaking the same in hundreds of 
places. The entire city is a mass of 
wreckage. Not a residence or business 
house in the city has escaped damage. 
Roofs are blown off, telegraph, tele¬ 
phone, and electric wires are a tangled 
mass. The water front is strewn with 
wreckage for miles on cither side of 
the city, and vessels are piled on ihe 
wharves, or where the wharves were, 
in utter ruin. 

"When I was getting out of the city 
l saw great ships lying in the streets of 
Pensacola. The water front is gone. 
Every whurf has been destroyed. Just

One can 
hardly describe the scenes in the pi:*,, 
cipal streets. They cue full of wreckage 
and locomotion is almost impossible. 

MOBILE IN RUINS. 

A despatch from Mobile, Alabama, 
via Meridian. Miss, says: This <*i!> is 
practically in ruins as a result of Hu* 
Gulf storm which swept it Thursday 
night. Some 6,000 or 7.000 houses base 
been damaged or destroyed, and the loss 
Is estimated at from $3,000, ouu to 
$5,000,000. There are no reliable figures 
to be hod as to the loss of life. Three 
negroes are known lo be dead, and 
there are rumors that fifty persons lost 
their lives, but as tilings are. these 
rumors cannot be verified. It is feared, 
however, that when all is known the 
loss of life will be heavy. The city has 
been placed under marliul law and 
looters will be sumarlly deull with. 

Every church in the city has suffered, 
though Christ Church and St. Francis 
Street Baptist Church suffered more thun 
the others. The damage to Christ 
Church is estimated at $40,000, St. 
Francis Street Baptist Church at $10- 
000 . 

Mobile’s shipping suffered more lhan 
anything else. Many of her river boats 
are now beached or sunken, all com¬ 
plete wrecks. Her docks and those of 
private corporations are fearfully tom 
up. The revenue cutter Alert has gone 
down in Mobile River. She was rammed 
by some unknown vessel and sank im¬ 
mediately. Her crew is believed to have 
all escaped. . , , 

The depth of water In the wholesale 
district, which includes the entire sec¬ 
tion of the city from Royal Street to the 
river, w’as seven feet. 

AWFUL DEVASTATION. 

During the hours between 6 p.m. 
Thursday and noon on Friday trees fell 
and roofs crashed by the hundreds 
through the streets, carried by the ter¬ 
rific wind. Thousands of pieces of slate, 
tin rooting, curnices. shingles, and. in 
fact, uII kinds of blinds, were torn 
from their fastenings, and windows 
sloshed as if tissue. Many people were 
seriously injured and cut by the flying 
slate and tin roofing. 

PROVISIONS ARE SCARCE. 

In the city many people and much 
live slock were rescued after heroic 
efforts. Provisions are running low. 
Restaurants feed many, but have no 
supplies on hand. Ham and eggs con¬ 
stitute the food supply. These, too. 
will soon become exhausted. W hole- 
sale houses lost many thousands of 
dollurs from flood and willingly paid as 
high us $1.50 on hour for common 
labor. Even at this figure few men. 
white or bluck, would accept work. 

The wind of Thursduy was of longer 
duration and more tornado-like, twUt- 
ing everything in its path, und more 
destruction than former storms of like 
nature that have visited Mobile.

Hon - Iters f.'atlier Honey. 

A bee gathers honey by the aid of 
its “trunk,” “lower lip” or -t-aignc,” 
which is used as an instrument for ex¬ 
tracting the nectar from flowers. The 
“tongue” of a bee is not, its was once 
thought to l)e the case, a tube through 
which the juice is sucked, but is built 
more after the fashion of a lute broom. 
With this broom the bee brushes er 
laps the honey or honey material from 
the flowers, leaves, etc., and passes It 
down a groove in the upper surface of 
the tongue to the mouth proper. From 
that point the juice is conveyed 
through a minute orifice into the “first 
stomach,” vulgarly called the “honey 
bag.” The honey bag is a real chem¬ 
ical laboratory, where by some myste¬ 
rious process which has not yet been 
explained by science the juices are 
converted into pure honey. When the 
chemical process of transforming the 
nectar into viscid honey has been com¬ 
pleted the bee disgorges it into one of 
the colls made for the purpose of a re¬ 
ceptacle. For years the microscopists 
and the entomologists have been study¬ 
ing the bee's laboratory, but its work¬ 
ings are at present among the unex¬ 
plained mysteries.

In 
second place, thcro is always a sll 0 ^ 
agitation on the surface of hot water, , 
and this promotes congelation by as¬ 
sisting the crystals to change their po- I 
sltiou until they assume that most fa- i 
vorable to solidification. Then the I 
particles in hot water divide Into small¬ 
er globules by reason of tlio heat, and 
less resistance is therefore offered to 
the cold than iu cold water.

Every true man seeks truth. To him 
he false whether in word or deed# the 
ham, Is the worst of oil sins. No re- 
iglon can meet his needs .unless it sets 
his first of all, truth before tradition, 
hove timeserving. at any cost. 

The man who asked fur the truth con- 
ernlng himself, his past, this world, its 
lory and luw.s, who refused to take 
Undly the legends of long ngu no mat- 
- how venerable their testators, who 
irned to science saying. Show us the 
uked truth, was not seeking to destroy 


religion; he was but giving expression 
to his own religion as a man. 

II wus not irreverence that mode him 
bring the elaborate structures of past 
thinkers to crumbling ruins in the dust; 
it was but reverence for that which is 
holier than their tradition, truth, tlj£ 
object of his search.

If religion only be cate¬ 
chisms and contemplations it never will 
content men. They were not made for 
that sort of thing exclusively; It takes 
a long while to train a man away from 
action und make him satisfied wilh 
the life of the Ideal milliner minister, 
and fortunately the modern minister 
again is rebelling; he, too, demands 
room to move and do.

MOST REMARKABLE FEAT 


A PEDESTRIAN WHO WALKED IN 
MILES IN A DAY. ' 

A Wonderful Performance by Mr. Ed¬ 
ward Weston at the Age 
of 18 . 

To walk at the age of sixty-eight, a 
distance of over a hunrded miles with¬ 
in twenty-four hours is u feat of which 
unyone might he proud, and it is not to 
be wondered at, therefore, that to-day 
Mr. Edward Payson Weston, the only 
man of his age who ever accomplished 
i». is a happy man. Mr. Weston’* lit¬ 
tle trip was from the City Hall, Phila¬ 
delphia, to the City Hull, New York, a 
distance of 100 miles, which he complet¬ 
ed in the remarkuhle time of twenty- 
throe hours and thnty-three minutes. 
Just forty-three years ago the veterun 
pedestrian performed a similar feat, hut, 
ttiough a young man at the time, he 
took exactly twenty-three minutes lon¬ 
ger In accomplishing his task, and this 
in spite of tlie fact that the two city 
halls were some four miles closer to-^ 
gether then than they are to-day. 

Mr. Weston left Philadelphia City 
Hall at live minutes past twelve on a 
recent Wednesday, determined, if pos¬ 
sible, to breuk his record of forty-three 
years ago. He wore knickerbockers, a 
white shirt, golf stockings, and a pair 
of strong leather walking shoes. His 
hat was the identical narrow brimmed 
straw which he has worn in all his 
pedestrian feats, while the light cane 
he carried was the one which has ac¬ 
companied him in his record-breaking 
tramps during the last half-century. In 
a carriage, following the pedestrian 
were three Phlladelphlun doctors. 

In his long tramp Mr. Weston took 
Ihe same route that he did In 1803, 
walking to New Brunswick, N. J., a dis¬ 
tance of sixty-flve miles without a single 
stop. There he slept for thirty minutes, 
and then took the road to Newark, 
where he arrived at 9.14 p.m. From 
there he went to Jersey City, where the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had a ferry-boat 
at the slip awaiting his arrival. As 
soon os the old mun made his appear- 
unce he was hurried on board, and Ihe 
ferry was off in record time. Mr. Wes¬ 
ton reached Cortland Street, New York? 
at 11.12 p.m., and immediately proceed¬ 
ed to the City Hall by way of Green¬ 
wich and Vesey Streets and Purk Row. 
He only stopped a moment at the City 
Hall, for his goal was Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, which he had made up his mind 
lo reach before midnight—accomplish¬ 
ing Ids object with a good margin 

At the Fifth Avenue Hotel there was 
such a tremendous crowd that the popu¬ 
lar hero could scarcely make his way 
inlo the hostelry. From the ferry, how¬ 
ever, he had been accompanied by sev¬ 
eral policemen, mounted and on fool, 
and these guardians of the peace and 
order soon forced a way for the tired 
pedestrian, who was escorted to his bed¬ 
room by his physicians and u few friends 
There he was subjected to a medical 
examination, hfter which he took a salt 
water bath and went to bed. 

The following morning Mr. Weston 
rose at his accustomed hour—eight 
o'clock—and soon afterwards was seen 
b> the writer, lo whom he gave a few 
particulars regarding his latest feat. 
Mr. Weston is a tall, athletic-looking 
man, in spite of his sixty-eight years, 
and there was no trace of fatigue appar¬ 
ent in his cheerful countenance n.s he 
sat In the vestibule of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and talked about his pedestrian 
feuts past and present. 

“I felt so fresh at the end of my last 
trip,’’ he said, “that I believe I could do 
the same journey with a night’s rest. 
The most trying port of tne trip was 
during the middle of the day. when the 
sun was beating on my head and almost 
making me fear a stroke. But it soon 
passed, and Ihe cool of the evening

A good long walk is better than 
a month in a gymnasium, und I believe

nf exercise that consumption and other 
kindred Ills are so rampant. A man 
who takes daily walks in llio country 
cannot fall a victim to any pulmonary 
disease, and if medical men would only 
preach this gospel, 1 believe thousands 
of valuable lives might be saved. I 
do not remember when I had a days 
Illness, and rny good health I ascribe 
onUrelv to my fondness for walking. 
Although I am nearing the alloted span 
of life. I feel os lively as a school hoy, 
and If I live to seventy I intend trying 
to beat my hundred-mile record—nnd 
I think I’ll do it.”

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SOME GRAPE RECIPES. 

Grape Juice.—Wash and pick from the 
stems a twenty-pound basket of blue 
grapes, crush and scald in an enamelled 
kettle, until the skins separate from the 
pulp. Strain through a jelly bag with¬ 
out squeezing. The pulp may be mixed 
with a quart of hot water and left to 
drip a second time. Return all the 
Juice to Hi© fire in a clean pot with 
from two to four pounds of sugar, ac¬ 
cording to taste, bring just to boiling 
point, skim thoroughly, pour into bot¬ 
tles or gem Jars and seal while hot. If 
bottles are used soak the corks,in hot 
water, drive them dowrt tight with a 
heavy stick, cut ttie tops off flush with 
the top and dip in molted sealing wax. 

Grapes in Cream.—To serve grapes in 
cream the fruit must be both ripe and 
sweet. Detach the grapes -from the 
stems and seed them through ^a small 
sill cut in the side. They are then 
dredged with powdered sugar, and are 
covered with whipped cream. Another 
whipped cream recipe calls for the use 
of the grape-juice alone. To obtain the 
Juice, boil the fruit in Just enough 
water to keep it fr^m burning, until the 
grapes are soft, then strain the juices 
and pulp through a fine strainer, and 
sweeten. Tills Is made into a Jelly with 
the use of gelatine. When thoroughly 
chilled it is removed from the mould 
and is covered with the well-beaten 
cream. 

Grape Sherbet.—Any kind of grapes 
may be used in making the sherbet, the 
darker varieties giving, of course, the 
deepest color. Stem and wash thorough- 
lj, place In a kettle with a cupful of 
water and heat slowfy until the pulp 
will separate readily from the seeds. 
Turn into a colander and let drip, then 
pi ess slightly, to obtain the tender part 
of ttie pulp. Measure, and to a pint 
odd one pint of sugar, or rather less 
than this if the grapes are very sweet, 
ond stir until dissolved. Add one cup¬ 
ful and a half of cold water, the strain¬ 
ed Juice of one lemon and freeze. When 
like mush open the freezer and stir in 
the white of one egg which has been 
beaten to n meringue with two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Mix thor¬ 
oughly ond finish the freezing. Draw 
off a part of the brine, repack with more 
Jre ond salt, and spt aside in a cold 
place for two hours to ripen. 

SELECTED RECIPES. 

Coldslaw.—After making cabbage soup 
lake the portion of cabbage which has 
not been used. Shove it into fine slips, 
put It Into a deep dish and pour over 
a dressing made In the following mun- 
ner. Beat up two eggs, add one gill A 
vinegar und water mixed, pluce it over 
the lire; when it begins to thicken, stir 
i,i a piece of butter the size of u smull 
walnut, a little salt, and a teaspoon- 
ful of sugar, when cold, pour it over 
I he cabbuge, and stir it together. Be¬ 
fore sending to table sprinkle with a 
little black pepper. 

Oyster Bisque.—To the liquor drained 
fiom a quart of oysters add water 
enough to make a full quart of liquid. 
Bring this to the boiling point. Chop 
the oysters and turn them into the heat¬ 
ed liquor, then put all In a double boil¬ 
er to cook gently while you cook to¬ 
gether in another saucepan a quart of 
milk into which a pinch of baking soda 
has been stirred, and a half-cup of line 
crumbs. When the crumbs are very 
soft, stir in two tablespoonfuls of but¬ 
ler rubbed inlo two of flour, and, when 
the mixture Is smooth and thick, pour t, 
sbrring constantly, into the oyster li¬ 
quid. Have ready beaten the yolks if 
three eggs. Tuke a cup of the soup from 
the fire, and beat it gradually inlo the 
eggs, and beat them inlo the soup 'n 
(he saucepan, season, and serve at once. 

Salsify Fritters.—Scrape the stalk* of 
n bunch of salsify, and grate them line. 


kitchens are spotless, who pride them¬ 
selves upon the iinniaculateness cl 
house and person, will throw greasy 
water and slops just outside the kitchen 
door so that always that spot is a 
matter of offence to the nostrils. Or 
they will pour dishwater and greasy 
cooking water down the sink day after 
day, month In and month out, without 
ever objecting to the odor always hang¬ 
ing about the sinks, or ever doing.ougnt 
to mitigate this nuisance. 

Worse than this, they do not seein to 
recognize the perJl that they harbor In 
their very midst. In such places lurk 
germs or all kinds awaiting only the 
favorable moment to spread dKeas*. 
Because you hove lived years thus, do 
not belittle the danger. The menace is 
always there. It but awaits the ap¬ 
pointed time of favorable conditions to 
lay waste. 

And it is all so needless in this day 
nf cheap disinfectants and knowledge of 
fhelr use! There Is absolutely no ex¬ 
cuse for foifll odors about house or 
buildings. Whenever they exist they 
can be promptly and ohsolutely sup¬ 
pressed with the least possible effort 
and at an expense not worth the count¬ 
ing. Better still, with them will dfe the 
germs. 

I wish I could make all housewives 
realize the value of liberal use of dis¬ 
infectants around their kitchen sinks 
and dooryards. It is one of the simp¬ 
lest, surest health measures of which 
I know. < 

KEEPING ACCOUNTS. 

Accuracy is in itself an accomp¬ 
lishment, and- to those who are anxious 
to munage their uffaii*' comfortably on 
a firm basis of integrity this precaution 
is indispensable as u protection against 
error. 

One who keeps no accounts, who 
simply carries about with her u hazy 
recollection of amounts spent und 
amounts saved, soon will And herself 
involved in a labyrinth of perplexities. 
To recall with precision every detail of 
cue’s shopping expeditions, to balance 
outgo ond Income, without some simple 
system of bookkeeping involves un -un¬ 
necessary degree of mentnl worry, and 
is an unwise waste of force. 

One need not be an expert bookkeep¬ 
er to set down every week in every 
month at the top of u page, the sums 
Oi money she receives from various 
sources—from her work if she be in busi¬ 
ness, from her profession if she be in 
or! or literature, from futher or hus¬ 
band if she be simply a lady living at 
home. 

On (he opposite page it ts a simple 
matter to jot down the bills paid, the 
items at the several shops, the money 
given in subscriptions or charities. 

Anybody who understands the first 
four rules of arithmetic can manage *’o 
uncomplicated a matter as the ordin¬ 
ary accounts of an ordinary fam'ly if 
she will only be methodical and adhere 
to her selected system, and observe a 
certain periodicity about ttie work, ns 
for Instance, never letting to-day’s bur¬ 
den slip uwuy upon to-morrow, and 
never leuving an unexplained deficiency 
no mutter how small it is, until satis¬ 
factorily accounted for. 

No greater check on spendthrift ha¬ 
bits cun be found thun that wlitch in¬ 
heres in the conscientious keeping of 
accounts. The trifles run away with 
large sums. And until we really begin 
to watch with villgunce, we do not rea¬ 
lize how the djmes and nickels aggre¬ 
gate into dollurs.

FALL ORCHARD PLANTING. 

I advocate fall planting of orchards 
for the following principal reasons: The 
selection of treqs In Ihe nursery can ba 
made more nearly to meet my require- 
ments. both as b choice of varieties 
and ti charm 1 - .Setting can 

be done at u ‘ general farm 

work is not esjtfciu. resting. Then, 
too, the trees are in place nnd gaining 
a foothold months before they other¬ 
wise would be it spring set, writes Mr. 
Grenville. 

Some men are afraid to plant In the 
/all, because they think they may not 
be able to get the Job done, or that tho 
tiees will not get a root bold, or will 
die during the winter, or will be gird¬ 
led by mice or rabbits. If planting can¬ 
not be completed or even if none can 
be set, the frees cbn at least be heeled 
in for the winter and be reudy for ear¬ 
liest possible spring setting. This 
will insure the advantage of choice se¬ 
lection if nothing else. 

Trees can be set at any season, even 
midwinter and midsummer toJ .vet do 
well. The perccumgo of lco 1 ' is slight 
where proper care is f dken I know 
u large orchard in western New York, 
where planting continued until the first 
weeks of December. The owner hud 
pieviously been an opponent of autumn 
planting, but now' declares in favor f t 
it. 

As for girdling, there is no more 
danger and even where it Is permitted, 
the loss will bo less felt thun if the 
trees arc older. But there 1$ ifo rea¬ 
son why it should occur ut all. By pre¬ 
viously having nothing on the land that 
bark-gnawing animals feed on. them 
will be no bait, und by protecting llie 
trunks there will be no cliunce of at¬ 
tack, even when such nnimuls are pre* 
sent. Numerous things, such us blood 
and grease, have been suggested n.s Ap¬ 
pellants, but a positive protector is 
sufer. Stiff munila or ulled paper or 
w'ira cloth are the most populur pro¬ 
tectors. These are cut so as to wrag 
the trunk from an inch or so below 
ground up to 20 inches or even mure, 
where large rabbits run wild, if pre¬ 
pared by rolling around a bay-fork 
handle, they can be most easily appli¬ 
ed. Each should overlap ut least half 
wuy round the trunk, and stiuuld be 
tied at tuu, bottom and middle. 

Heeling* in trees consists in covering 
roots, trunks and part of Ihe tops with 
soil. A trench is dug on un elevated 
well-drained light soil with a straight 
side at right angles to the prevailing 
wind and about as drop us Ihe roots 
extend from side to side, the soil be¬ 
ing throw'll to windward. On ttie lee- 
ward side the earth is pared down to 
make a long, gentle slope, so Ihe trees 
muy lie nearly horizontally. 

When placed In position, either in 
bundles, us received from the nursery, 
or separately, the soil Is sifted well 
among the roots and parked down. No¬ 
thing is easier. If 1 could not see my 
way clear to plant in the fall, I would 
still have my tree and shrub order fill¬ 
ed in autumn and heel in the plunts as 
thus described. 


CORN FODDER. 

The wide difference of opinion which 
exists in regard to the feeding value of 
corn fodder can be accounted for vari¬ 
ously. The w'euther-beaten stulks in the 
husked fields are often eaten to the 
ground by horsos, cattle and sheep, yet 
tho properly cured corn plant contains 
fur more nutriment. The forage part of 
dried fodder contains anywhere from 
one-third to one-half of the food value 
oi the whole plant, muking corn fod¬ 
der not only a filler, but a nutritious 
forage. 

Chocked corn harvested lute, with 
few leuves and heavy stalk, the sub-

Then, with fire 
brlow and ubove It, the cake or biscuit 
cooked us readily as if in one of our 
modern ovens. In rump or when with¬ 
out'such a cover, the spider could be 
propped in front of the fire, the blaze 
and open heat helping lo brown the 
top. Take one quart of sifted Hour; sift 
and mix with it two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and u scant teaspoonful 
of suit. Hub in two large tablespoon* 
fuIs of butler or any shortening and 
wet to a dough with sweet milk. Hull 
out in a round sheet which will lit in 
Hie spider or In any thick-bottomed fry¬ 
ing pan. Grease the pun, lay in the 
rake, ami .slund over a moderate fire, 
covering the lop lo keep in u part of 
the heat. Watch closely und do not 
j e t it cook too fust. When browned 
evenly on the under side, which should 
take fully 20 minutes or more, slide the 
cake out on o cake pan, then carefully 
reverse and slide it back in the spider, 
covering us before until browned. 
Serve hoi with plenty of butter.

one-third to one-half of the food value 
ol the whole plant, making corn fod¬ 
der not only a filler, but o nutritious 
forage. 

Checked corn harvested lute, with 
few leaves and heavy stalk, the sub* 
stunce of the plant having gone into 
the ear, possesses little feeding value 
from the roughage it furnishes. While 
the ear corn it contains is fresh und 
highly relished, a cheaper method of 
harvesting Hie grain would be by husk¬ 
ing. Corn growing nn abundance of 
forage with eurs choked to half their 
normal-size by thick planting, cut and 
cured properly, gives a forage relished 
ami cleaned up well by stock. Under 
such circumstances, practically all of 
the value of the green fodder is avail¬ 
able as feed in the dried product. 

It requires a large amount of care 
and labor to secure the year's supply 
of roughage ip fine condition. The 
same umount of work spent in the 
hurvest of the corn plant Hint is spent 
oi other forage crops would give corn 
fodder a feeding value much higher thun 
generally supposed. 

A comparison of corn fodder with 
hays most commonly found gives it 
niuny points of advantage. Timothy, 
without question, is our most expensive 
roughage. Its freedom from dust, how¬ 
ever, recommends it to the horseman. 
Otherwise, the yield is so light tliut for 
general use it is too costly. Even clover 
gives a light yield in comparison with 
corn. However, its high protein con- 
lent, namely 0.8 per cent., is a redeem¬ 
ing feature. Corn fodder yields from 
two to three times as much dry foruge 
os the hays, making its economy ap¬ 
parent at first sight. 

FARM NOTES.

Where live stock Is kept fences or¬ 
dinarily ure necessury.

•f the fence In paying quantities except 
•he posts. This lie cun do often to his

considerable part of the epense. Steel 
•osts have proved very expensive, nor 
'•as experience shown thut they are 
durable In all localities. The cement 
post is partly an innovation, and while 
the claims for its durability ure hardly 
verified as yet, this will also prove ex¬ 
pensive at present prices of cement 
where gravel and sand are not at liund. 
a durable wooden post is still lln* be^t 
adapted for the widest range of service.

BABY CONVICTS FATHER 

SCRATCHED A MATCH ON SEAT OF 
TROUSERS. 

toaKatJ\e Act ol Child Aroused Suspi¬ 
cions and Finally Led to 
a Confession. 

By going through the motion ot 
•triking a match on the seat of his 
jubstitute for trousers, William Brutus 
Martin, aged 17 months, convicted his 
stepfather, Harry Yeatsman, of arson. 

The extraordinary testimony, given 
by a baby, who cannot talk, against his 
Stepfather, wue submitted to a Jury in 
the High Court at West Reading, in 
England, and was so convincing that 
Yeatsman changed his plea to guilty, 
end the Jury, without leaving their 
scats, sentenced him to serve twenty 
years in prison. 

The charge against Yeatsman was 
that he set fire to his house, a small 
two-slorey frame affair in the outskirts 
of Reading, in one of the workmen's 
colonies, while his wife, Sarah Yeats- 
man, was sick and asleep in one of the 
upper rooms, and the case of the Crown 
against him rested entirely on circum¬ 
stantial evidence, supported alone by 
the evidence of the baby who could not 
lulk. 

WIDOW HAD LIFE INSURANCE. 

Yeulsinun, a Londoner, appeared in 
Beading about three yeurs ago and se¬ 
cured wjrk us driver of a cab for a 
company. After about a yeur and a 
half lie secured lodgings in a house 
owned by Mrs. Martin, then u widow 
of a few months with u buby In her 
arms. She had come of a furnily of 
farmers near Maidenhead, und her only 
•xperienre in city life was in Reading 
a> the wife of Job Martin, an oil and 
color man, who owned a small shop 
and did a fair business In the sale of 
paints and oils and brushes und in de¬ 
corating houses. 

Martin’s death left her with about 
$200 in cush. her little home, and a 
small amount left over from the sule of 
the shop after his debts were paid. Al¬ 
so her life was insured for 8800 in fa¬ 
vor of her baby, that it might be cared 
for in case she died, und—us it develop¬ 
ed later—tier little home was insured 
for $1,500 against fire. This, however, 
6he did not know, being ignorant cf 
business affairs. 

Within u short time after Yeulsinun 
cume to lodge at the cottage of Mrs. 
Martin he began to take quite an in¬ 
terest In her—and In her affairs. He 
aided her In some small business mai¬ 
lers pertaining to the Una 1 settlement 
of her late husband’s astute. He ex¬ 
amined her lale husband’s papers, ex¬ 
plained their meaning In her. and as¬ 
sisted her in other ways. It appears 
also that among the papers Yeatsman 
discovered the lire Insurance policy and 
the life policy. 

A BRIEF COURTSHIP. 

The attentions of the cabdriver to the 
Widow grew bolder. She wu.s a hund- 
6ome girl, and, being country bred, 
knew little of the wiles of a London 
cabby; so. after a brief rourlship, they 
were nuuried, and Yeulsinun promis¬ 
ed to cure for her child us if it were 
his own. 

After they had been married about 
five months Mrs. Ycutsrmm becume ill 
suddenly. Her malady was not serious, 
but she was conllned to her bed, und 
while she was in bed und asleep one 
Sunday afternoon the house caught 
lire. Yeulsinun, bearing ttie buby in 
his arms, rushed from the blazing cot- 
tuge and cried that his wife was asleep 
upstairs, that the stairs themselves 
were abluze, and that her escape had 
been cut off. 

That she would have perished seems 
certain, but at that instant Ned Tet- 
com, a gastltter, climbed upon the porch 
of the cottage and, taking a short run, 


the claim that day, as he had planned 
l : do. Instead he reported to the com¬ 
pany’s lawyer, who, after a conference 
with the police, secured the arrest of 
Yeatsman. 

The case was called before a Jury, 
and the crown made a strong circum¬ 
stantial case against the accused. The 
jury was taken to the Yeatsman house, 
the baby was placed on the floor of the 
living room, and the judge, at the sug¬ 
gestion of the crown's lawyer, men¬ 
tioned the word fire, speaking the word 
plainly. The baby at once went 
through the pantomlne and the court 
returned to the court-room. 

Before any further testimony could 
be heard Yeatsman asked permission 
to change his plea. The Jury was In¬ 
structed to return a verdict of guilty, 
and a sentence of twenty years’ im¬ 
prisonment was handed down. 

“He did It exactly as l did,’’ said 
i eatsman. “He's a smart little beg¬ 
gar, and he remembered everything 
even how I scratched the match on my 
'pants. I'll bet, though, if he knew he 
was sending his new d&dda up he 
wouldn’t have done it."

King of Portugal Rescues a Wayfarer- 

Hie Queen Has Saved Many 
Lives. 

Don Alfonso's recent courageous act 
in stopping a runaway horse in the Rua 
da Magdalena, Lisbon, reminds one ty*t 
Oils is not by any , means the first time 
a Royal personage has gallantly risked 
his own life to save that of one of his 
subjects. 

It is not many years since, when driv¬ 
ing in his capital, the King of Portugal 
saw a burly highwayman In the act of 
robbing and knifing a wayfarer. Before 
the rascal had time to escape the King 
had jumped from his carriage, struck 
him to the ground with his stick, and 
pinned him there while his coachman 
and footman secured his hands and 
feet. On another occasion King Carlos, 
who is a magnificent swimmer, Jumped 
into the River Alcantara, rescued a 
drowning man just us he was sinking 
for the lust time and brought him safe¬ 
ly ashore; and. again, when he was wit¬ 
nessing a bullfight, he leaped into the 
ring und

distracted the attention of a fierce bull 
just us he was about to gore a fallen 
toreador. 

Not less brave is King Carlos’s beauti¬ 
ful Queen, who lias probably saved 
more lives than any other Royal lady in 
Europe. Once she plunged Into the Tagus 
and, battling with the strong current, 
rescued two children from drowning; 
and on a more recent occasion she 
saved a fisherman who was drowning 
in a rough sea off Cascaes—a feat which 
nearly cost her her own life, and in 
recognition of which the Kaiser pre¬ 
sented her with the German medal for 
saving life. 

Curiously enough it was near the same 
spot that Carlos himself was rescued 
when a boy. Neur the fortress of Cas¬ 
caes, on the Atlantic coast, is a chasm, 
known as Hell’s Mouth, in which the 
wuters of the Atlantic form seething 
whirlpools. Just beyond the chasm the 
young Carlos and his brother were 
bathing one day when they were caught 
by a wave which would certainly have 
swept them Into the chasm had it not 
been for the presence of mind and dar¬ 
ing of Queen Maria Pia, their mother, 
who rushed into the sea and saved her 
sons from destruction. 

ANOTHER ROYAL LIFE-SAVER 

Is King Oscar of Sweden, a man of 
enormous strength and absolutely fear¬ 
less. His Majesty was walking in the 
streets of Stockholm one day when he 
suw a couple of runawey horses, at¬ 
tached to a carriage in which were a 
lady and her daughter, racing madly in 
his direction. The coachman had lost 
nil control of the maddened animals 
und a terrible catastrophe seemed In¬ 
evitable. As the horses drew near the 
King walked towards them und, with a 
leap, flung himself at their heads, 
seized the reins, und, ufter being drag¬ 
ged some dkstunce. brought them, 
trembling and subdued, to a standstill. 
For this deed of heroism he received the 
medal of the French Humane Society. 

The late King of Denmark performed a 
similar heroic act, to which there was 
un amusing sequel, by stopping a run- 
uwuy cub-horse in the suburbs of Copen¬ 
hagen.

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DEATH Of CAPTAIN LOW 

JUB WAS KNOWN AS THE DEVIL OP 
THE ALABAMA. 

Acquired a Captain’* Certificate Before 
He Was 21-Sunk by the 
Kearsarge. 

The death recently in Liverpool of 
Captain John Low, at the age of sev- 
.enty-une, recall* the stirring event* 
connected with the famous privateer 
Alabama, and the American Civil Wur. 

Captain Low wus a native of Aber¬ 
deen. Adopting u nauticul career, lie 
obtained a cuptain’a certificate before 
he was twenty-one. Proceeding to 
America, he joined the nuvy of the Con¬ 
federate States. Meantime the Alabama, 
a vessel of about 1,000 tons, had been 
/constructed at Laird’s Yard, Birken¬ 
head, and was acquired by the Con¬ 
federate Government. Captain Low wus 
one of those sent to man the vessel, his 
position being chief, ollioer. The Ala¬ 
bama was launched on May 15th, 1802, 
And her completion hurried forward. 
Certain suspicions os to her real pur¬ 
pose began to be talked about. As the 
result of a Judicial inquiry the British 
Government telegraphed to Birkenhead 
to have her detained, but they were a 
,day too late, os she left the Mersey 
twenty-four hours previously. This was 
en July 29th. 

NUMBER INSTEAD OF NAME. 

The vessel left Birkenhead without a 
name, there being only the builders’ 
number, "290," on her. She proceeded 
to the Maderla Islands, where she took 
on board guns und ammunition from 
the steamer Bahama, sent from Liver- 
jnJol for the purpose. 

These were entered on the Bahama’s 
papers as cargo, though they included 
two 30-pounders, with gun-carriages. 
.Capluln Semines and other officers 
were on board the Alabama. Having thus 
luen equipped for fighting, the priva¬ 
teer sailed forth on August 28th in her 
true colors, with the name Alabama 
painted on her bow. 

Capluin Low kept a log of the stir¬ 
ring events which followed. One entry 
described how, before they parted com¬ 
pany with the Bahama, Captain Sem- 
jncs mustered his crew, und having 
read the orders from the Secretary of 
the'Confederate States’ Navy, gave any 
of the men who so desired the option 
of reluming to Liverpool with the Ba¬ 
hama. Few drew buck. 

A FHKJHTENKD PORTUGUESE. 

While the Alabuma was being coaled, 
.two Portuguese ollicials, with a file of 
soldiers, upprouched her In a bot. 
Cupiain Low thus described the incident: 

"The two officials came on board, 

I ii! the men who carried guns were 
LM.::pelled to wait in their bout. One <>f 
the officials wus a thick, stout, little 
mun with u lurge head and round 
shoulders. He became very much alarm¬ 
ed, more especially when he looked 
round und saw that we had cannon 
mounted, und by looking aft he buuld 
sec the gunner with his mate loading 
JCnfleld rifles und revolvers. He com¬ 
menced tulklng Portuguese very rapid¬ 
ly. and became very doubtful about go¬ 
ing uny further on Use deck, and seem¬ 
ed to be only unxious to jump back In¬ 
to Ills own boat." 

'I'he narrative adds that the British 
Consul came on board and told as we 
hud caused a great deal of excitement 
on the islund, the people believing we 
hud come to take the place. 

LOOKED UPON AS PIRATES 

The subsequent havoc played by the 
Alabuma on the commerce of the Fed¬ 
eral States, the sinking if one of their 
gunboats by her off the coast of South 
America, her ultimate destruction by 
the Federal mun of war Kearsarge off 
Cherbourg, France, on June 19, 1864,

Some curiou* revelation* as to the 
loyalty of criminal* towards each other 
have recently been made In a London 
police-court. It was alleged by the 
prosecution that a gigantic forgery plot 
had been concocted, by which banks 
and private individuals hud been de¬ 
frauded of large sums of money, and 
one of the supposed conspirators was 
brought out of gaol to give evidence. 

In a calm and business-like fashion 
the convict remarked that though one 
of the coups initiated by the gang was 
a complete success, resulting *n a haul 
cf over $1,500, she reported to head¬ 
quarters that it had failed to come off, 
and by this simple device was enabled 
to escape sharing the plunder with her 
associates. 

A curious case of a trio of cardsharp- 
ers "doing the double" on another was 
related to the writer not long ago. The 
victim had* by the exeraise of his 
"talents," acquired a large sum of mon¬ 
ey. He was accordingly approached by 
three other scoundrel*, with the pleasing 
Information that they knew of an Aus¬ 
tralian millionaire, recently arrived In 
London, whom It was advisable to 
"rub down"—i.e., relieve of his money 
by trickery. Would the moneyed "riharp” 
Join with the other three in performing 
the operation? 

CERTAINLY HE WOULD! 

And all arrangements were made ac¬ 
cordingly. The Australian was to be 
challenged to a quiet game of poker, 
and all would be well. 

The originators of the nefarious little 
plan explained that the millionaire was 
to be allowed to win at first, so as to 
give him confidence; the rooking to be¬ 
gin at a given signal. As only one of 
the party—the sharp first mentioned— 
had any money, it was arranged that 
h" should lose to the Australian till a 
sufficient degree of confidence was es¬ 
tablished, his losings to be refunded to 
him when the victim’s money had been 
won and the sharing-out took place. 
Well, the game began, and, according 
t i Instructions, our friend with the 
money steadily allowed the Australian 
to win. When nearly all he hod pass¬ 
ed Into the possession of the latter, a 
strange thing happened. 

The Australian gasped, gurgled, drop¬ 
ped his cards, and fell to the floor In a 
fit A doctor was called, the unfortu¬ 
nate millionaire conveyed to bed, and 
the party separated for the night. Not 
till some time afterwards did II dawn 
on sharp No. 1 that the "Australian 
millionaire" was also In his line of busi¬ 
ness, and that the whole comedy, fit and 
all, hod been arranged for the purpose 
of getting his—the sharp’s-evilly-carn- 
ed cash.

In 
other words, the body becomes a sepul¬ 
chre und we carry about with us dead 
things that should have been discharged 
from the body through the bowels, the 
kidneys, the skin and the lungs, und 
should have returned jo dust again.

I Large quantities of furs reach the mar- 
kel Ihrotigh other channels. 

“For more than two ceniuries the fur 
trade has been vigorously prnseculed 
In Northern Canada, and yet flip sup¬ 
ply, save In the r o?e of two or three 
varieties of animals, shows no formid¬ 
able sign of exhaustion. The buffalo, 
whose hide was once an important 
article of commerce, has disappeared 
l eforo the advance of civilization, the 
beaver can appar/nlly only be saved 
from a similar fob*’ toy extraordinary 
measures of protection, so. loo, the fur 
seal of the Islands and waters of the 
Pacific. S^o otter and silver fox have 
be»»n rare for many years. Fur buyers 
seem »o ac'ree that the fur hearing 
animals of tlic n*>r | h. with the excep¬ 
tions noted, are not plnvlng nut. Vast 
extents of territory still remain ap¬ 
proximately virgin and unexplohed, 
and Indians are nrovin<z surprisingly 
careful in preserving game.”
